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A WORD ABOUT THE SILVER BILL. 
The all important topic under discus­ 
sion, in Washington, in the newspapers, 
and amonglbankers, is the silver question. 
The Eastern States are up in arms against 
the Bland bill, and declared that its pa* 
sage will establish the principle of repudi­ 
ation, that It is an attempt to rob us of all 
national honor, and that the remonetiza­ 
tion of silver will bring about an alarm mg 
condition ot affairs which will oppress tile 
poor, do an injustice to the rich, check 
manufactures, and make agriculture un­ 
profitable. Prof. Sumner, who was lately 
sent trom the East to lecture in Chicago. 
on the silver question, made the predic­ 
tion in his Chicago lecture that if silver is 
remonetized we shall never resume specie 
payments either in gold or silver, and that 
this generation now upon the stage will 
never see the end ot it, and that the coun­ 
try 
never 
in 
our 
time 
will 
return 
to 
the 
old-fashioned pros­ 
perity.'’ Prof. Sumner goes so far as to say 
that this remonetization question is more 
important to the people now than were the 
issues of war fifteen years ago, which 
•hows that the Professor enters upon the 
discussion of this question with so much 
warmth and blind devotion, that his words 
become liaged with luuacy. 
There is a way to preserve the national 
fa th, aud at the same time to render the 
West the assistance it demands. Both sides 
are apt to go to such extremes in 
the 
discussion 
of 
the 
remone­ 
tization of silver, as to become the laugh­ 
ing stock of cool, thinking, and intelli­ 
gent men. The Philadelphia Times of last 
Saturday, in commenting on the Silver 
Bill, very wisely said: “ We may think it 
unreasonable, but it is none the less a tact, 
that a very large and influential body of 
people have ti p ecu liar reg ard for silver, 
and a desire to see it again rn circulation, 
and there is no reason why they should 
not have it. Silver makes a good currency 
in limited amounts, and all that would be 
called for or all that could be coined would 
produce no financial disturbance, as long 
as it was not imposed upon the people for 
more than its worth, or made a standard 
of value in place of that now recognized 
Ills difficult lo hee how anything so bulky 
and inconvenient as silver coin is to be di- 
tributed through the country, but the coun. 
try people want to try it, and there can be 
no harm in the experiment beyond some 
inconvenience from the accumulation in 
the cities, provided a limit be put to the 
amount which a person may be compelled 
to receive, or in other words, to the ca­ 
pacity of silver ai a legal tender. ^ It is of 
secondary consequence where this limit be 
placed, whether at fifty dollars, one hun­ 
dred dollars or even higher; the limitation 
in itself, applied to silver and not to gold, 
would preserve the single standard of the 
civilized world and prevent the upturning 
of all values with which the Bland bill 
threatens us.”

The Cost of Congressional Investigations. 
By the annual report of I he Secretary of 
the Senate for the expenditures of the For­ 
ty- fourth Congress, it is shown that the 
investigations made by the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections ta t 
winter, in regard to the President*! elec­ 
tion in Lonsiana, South Carolina, Florida 
and Oregon, and the incidental inquiries 
into the validity of certain questioned 
electoral votes, cost the Government $95.- 
312.84 This includes witness fees, mileage, 
the expenses of committees who went to 
the States named, and covers ail expenses 
except the printing of the testimony. 
Boutwell’s investigation into the elec­ 
tion of 1875 in Mississippi cost $6,831. 
The Chinese Commission, which went 
to San Francisco in 1876, and from which 
no report was eyer made, cost $4,883. 
The Monetary Commission and Jones’ 
silver report cost $15,030. 
The Belknap impeachment trial cost the 
Government $11,883, of which $597 was 
for telegraphing alone. 
In the Summers of 1876 and 1877 the 
Senate spent $1,584 for lemonade alone.

Hartford, Conn., Jan. 15.—A serious rail­ 
road accident happened on the Connecti­ 
cut Western railroad, just beyond Tariff­ 
ville, about ten miles from Hartford, at IO 
o'clock this evening. An excursion train, 
returning from the Moody and Sankey 
meeting at Hartford, fell through a trestle- 
bridge into the Farmington river. Two 
engines, one baggage and three passenger 
cars went down. Tho number killed is not 
yot;known. Fifteen to twenty-five are 
woQnded. Word was telegraphed to Hart* 
ford, the city hospital notified, and a soe- 
cial train, with surgeons, sent out. 
Hartford, Coon., Jan. 16, 2:40 a. in.— 
From five to twenty persons are killed. 
The names are not learned. The train 
contained ten crowded cars. 
One of the 
wounded is the Rev. Mr. Thomas, of Win­ 
sted. 
George P. Hatch and Thomas Franey, 
engineers, are also wounded. 
Four cars of the excursion train went 
through the bridge. 
Five dead bodies, 
two men and three women have been re­ 
covered. 
A large number are yet in tho 
wreck.

It is impossible yet to get the names of 
the dead or injured.

broken up the disease in localities where it 
had raged violently and defied treatment 
Prior to its use he lest three cases out o:

Ordinance. 
There were no vacancies atfcthe Alder­ 
manic table last night The journals of the 
last meeting haying been read and ap­ 
proved, the usual bundle of bills and ac­ 
counts was presented, aud referred to the 
Finance Committee. The December re­ 
port of the Police Justle# was read and 
placed on file. 
The Board of Education reported their 
expenditures for the {lait four, months as 
follows: 
September* $173j.1G, October 
$1810.91, November, $3173.62, December 
$3,317.70, total, $10,087.39. 
Ald. Blount, of the Judiciary Committee, 
reported back on the bill of Dr. Wm. 
Horne, for costs rn certain suits, and recom 
mended that the same be laid on the table. 
It was laid. 
On motion of Ald. Blount, the Clerk was 
instructed to give the proper notice for va 
cating Canal and Mill streets. 
On motion of Ald. Lawrence it was or­ 
dered th ats sufficient amount be trans­ 
ferred from the license fund to the judg­ 
ment fund to satisfy the (Harrison judg­ 
ment. 
The monotony of the session was broken 
ap by Ald. Davies, who called up the bill 
of Dr. Robinson, for (services rendered in 
superintending the building of the West 
81de Engine House and City Hall. City 
Attorney Carpenter being called on for his 
opinion, read the section from the charter, 
which he deemed to cover the case, and 
briefly stated that if Dr. Robinson was an 
alderman at the time the service was ren­ 
dered, and if said service was a part 
of his aldermanic duties, he had no right 
to claim any recompense or reward. Pre­ 
cedents, so often cited, did not warrant any 
Violation of the law, however numerous. 
Ald. Davies urged Dr. Robinson’s claims 
and spoke of the time and labor that he 
had put upon the task, and wound up by 
moving that an order for $150 be drawn in 
his favor, which wa9 seconded promptly 
by Ald. Fitzgibboo. 
Ald. Blount objected. The charter most 
emphatically forbid any such action. Al- 
I though a friend of Dr. Robinson he coaid 
not vote for what ho deemed an illegal act. 
It wa^ dangerous to open such a door. 
Every” alderman could present a bill for 
services rendered, In that case, as all had 
done more or less hard work. There would 
be no end to the bills. 
Dr. Robinson as 
chairman of the Building Committee, had 
no more authority, and was no more en­ 
titled to pay than any of the others. 
On the suggestion of Ald. McKinney, B. 
B. Eldredge, who framed the opposing sec 
tion of the charter, was called on to ex­ 
plain its meaning. 
Ile did not hesitate to 
say that it was framed to prevent any leak 
ages in the Treasury and rings among Al­ 
dermen. Under its provisions Dr. Robin­ 
son had no legal claim on the city. 
Still 
as a matter of equity he ought to be paid 
as he had by hard work saved the city 
much expense. 
Ald. Lawrence understood that the arch! 
tact offered to superintend the building for 
$50. 
Ald. Davies said that they did not want 
to employ the architect because the funds 
were low at that time. and they thought 
they could do without the expense of a 
superintendent. 
AU. Judd said he was on the committee 
with Dr. Robinson, and deemed the aer 
Vices rendered by the latter entirely out­ 
side of his aldermanic duties.

The Stockholders Cast T heir B allots. 
The stockholders of the cotton factory 
held their animal meeting yesterday af­ 
ternoon and re-elected theSfollowing board 
of directors: Henry Palmer, F. S. Eldred, 
W. A.. Lawrence, J. J. R. Pease, Jacob 
Fisher, E. C. Smith, Peter Myers, A. J. 
Ray, and L. B. Carle. 
The reports pre­ 
sented by the directors concerning the 
business transactions of the past year were 
entirely satisfactory to the stockholders, 
and

voice. 
Among 
tho items of interest to the public is the 
fact that there were manufactured 4,191 
bales, 100,23d pieces or 4,857,096 yards In 
manufacturing this amount there were 
consumed 2,884 bales of cotton, or 1,382,-

tire business of the year amounted in 
round figures to about $303,000, which was 
transacted without any loss to the compa­ 
ny.

L A W VS. E Q U ITY. 
To the Editor. 
The City Attorney reported last evening 
on Dr. Robinson’s bill that if the services 
tor which the Doctor claimed pay were 
rendered in his line of dnty as an alder­ 
man then he had no claim against the city, 
and the Connell had no right to appropri­ 
ate money for the same. 
Permission was given B. B. Eldredge to 
give his views of the section of the char­ 
ter in question, which coincided with the 
views of the City Attorney. Mr. Eldredge 
then went on to address the Council in be­ 
half of his client; he admitted that the 
Dr. had no legal claim, but that in equity 
he should be paid. It is the first time, 
probably, that the legal fraternity ever 
heard of an equity side of a municipal 
corporatien; but the Council shallowed it, 
and by a vote of 7 to 3 allowed the bills. 
We were pleased to hear that the Mayor 
refused to put the question on the ground 
that the Council had no right to appropri­ 
ate the money. 
The Council appealed 
from the decision of the chair aud the 
chair was overruled when the motion was 
putfw ith all 
the aldermen from the 
second, third aud 
fourth 
wards 
and 
Davies from the first, recording their votes 
in favor of the bill, aod Aldermen Blount, 
Wilcox iud Lawrence against it. 
This 
bill being .allowed in the face of the char­ 
ter on the ground of charity, we hope the 
Mayor will agaifi express his prerogative 
against the outrage, end refuse to sign the 
order. Councilmen 
should understand 
that it they wish to give to the poor they 
should do so from their own pockets and 
not from the city treasury. 
The great majority of the citizens of this 
city without regard to party are justly in­ 
dignant over this outrage of the seven of 
the Common Council.
